TUESDAY. 


Russian forces moving against the 


East Prussian border have been met 
by a force of 160,000 Germans, who 
are holding a line 100 miles long, near 
Mlawa, Poland. 
To the northward, 


Russian troops, engaged in a flanking 
movement, have reached 
Johannis- 


burg, East Prussia. Vienna says the 
Russians have been driven out of Bu- 
kowina. 


A heavy battle is said to have been 


begun in Flanders, near St. Omer, the 
result, apparently, of a new German 
effort to pierce the allies' line. 


The United States, while not mak- 


ng a formal protest against the use 
of the American flag by British mer- 
chantmen, will point out to Great Bri- 
tain the danger to neutral ships that 
may result from^such a practice. A 
full explanation is to be asked of the 


erman declaration extending the war 


zone to British and French waters. 


WEDNESDAY. 


Bayonet fighting; of unprecedented

In 1858 she was married to Alexan­ 
der Van Alstyne, a blind teacher oJ 
the school in which she formerly waa 
a teacher.

Ouisconchljig, Quiskensing, Wis- 
kcusan aye a few of the spellings 
which appear in old documents and on 
time stained maps before the present 
form was evolved. 


The name of the largest lake within 


the state, Winnebago. suggests an in-- 
terestlng history of the Indian tribes 
whence it came. The original Algon- 
quin form was "ounipegou/' meaning 
"men of the ill smelling water." a 
name which the tribe gained from 
having originally dwelt on the shores 
of Lake Winnipeg, well known for its 
ctlorons sulphur springs.

Washington.—The largest and most 
powerful fleet ever assembled under 
the Stars and Stripes is now gathered 
off Guantanamo, on the North coast of 
Cuba, for a month of the hardest kind 
of drilling. It will be a great spectacle 
for the few civilians who will see it, 
but for the more than one thousand 
officers and 25,000 enlisted men it 
moans work, unceasing labor, to fit the 
American navy for battle. 
• Yet every Jack Tar is glad he is 
there. Great fascination surrounds the 
maneuvers, tho orderly marching and 
rounter-marching 
over 
the 
parade 
¿¿round of the ocean, dreadnaughts and 
oruisers taking the place of individual 
soldiers, but obeying the orders sent 
by wireless and wigwag Just as im­ 
plicitly and readily as a squadron of 
well-drilled cavalry. 


The firing of the great guns is fun 
for oflicer and man, too. Target prac­ 
tice is a great game. Every nerve is 
«trained to make the enormous rifles 
do their best, and hot rivalry is exhib­ 
ited by the gun crews. 
Business is 
pleasure when the heart is In it. 


The eyes of the whole United States 
ftre directed to Rear Admiral Frank 
Friday Fletcher and his ships today. 
A great wave of criticism has swept 
r»ver the country. 
The European war 
has created interest in the army and 
navy; and every patriot feels that if 
not the greatest we should have the 
Best navy in the world. 


Is the navy up to scratch? 
This is the question the maneuvers 
may solve and at the same time do a 
great deal toward making it possible 
to answer in the affirmative. The navy 
needs maneuvers, just as an army 
needs drills. A fleet will be awkward 
In »forming in battle line In time of 
war if the superior officers have not 
Informed all the evolutions often in 
time of peace. 


Much Practicing Necessary. 


Partly due to the use of the big 
uhips off the coast * of Mexico, the 
maneuvers have been neglected. This 
Is the first time in three years that the 
entire fleet will be assembled for bat- 
Oe practice. 
Three years means a 
long while when one considers how 
fast the art of naval warfare is de­ 
veloping. 
Just to mention one item: 
Naval guns of 14-inch caliber were car­ 
ried on no ship in the world three 
years ago. 
Now the Texas and the 
New 
York 
carry 
these 
mammoth 
rifles» and it is currently reported 
that Great Britain’s new Queen Eliza­ 
beth class, now building, will have 15- 
inch guns. 


When one considers that tho fleets 
of Great Britain, Germany, France, 
Austria, Russia and Japan are now 
engaged in actual war work every 
(lay in tho year, it is easy to see that 
the United States must do a lot of 
practicing even to approximate the de­ 
gree of efficiency to which the fighting 
navies of the world are arriving. 


Tho Guantanamo maneuvers will be 
tho most extensive target and fleet 
practice the American navy has ever 
gone through. They will last through 
the greater part of the month, and 
will bo followed by the Panama canal 
opening exercises, which may involve 
some maneuvers of value, too. 


The armored 
fleet 
(tho 
biggest 
ships) will bo in four divisions of 21 
vessels. 
Ten will be of the so-called 
“dreaduaught" class and 11 of the pre- 
dreadnaught type, 
Besides these, two 
of the four armored cruisers of tho 
fleet and all of the torpedo flotillas, 
except those In reserve, will be pres­ 
ent. 


Never before did the fleet contain 
practically two complete divisions of 
the dreadnaught class. 
The first divi­ 
sion consists of dreadnaughts of the 
most powerful type and thte second 
division is made up of these powerful 
vessels except one battleship. 


In addition to the battleships, five 
of the seven diviEions of torpedo- 
boat destroyers will have a part in 
the exercises. 
This means 21 more 
craft. 
There will bo ten auxiliaries 
and the scout cruiser Birmingham, 
which is the flagship of the torpedo 
flotilla. 


Directs 103 Vessels. 


This does not mean that all the 
vessels under Admiral Fletcher’s com­ 
mand will be at Guantanumo. 
There 
will be 
missing all the submarines, 
as well as all the smaller cruisers 
and gunboats and two division* of the 
destroyer Hot iu. 
Admiral Fletcher 
directs 103 vessels, of which 55 will . 
be ut Guantanamo. 
j 


Jt was figured by a naval officer 
aere that the 12-inch guns of the fleet 
can ilrt 
broadside of Iu5,400 pounds 
and the 14-inch guns bring this up to 
133,4U0 pounds. 
There are 124 12- 
inch guns in the reorganized fleet, ' 
ail of which are placed so that they 
am be fired in a single broadside.

Paris.—A 
motorcyclist 
who 
has 
been in front of the army and continu­ 
ally under fire writes as follows: 


"When they are in the trenches 
with shells bursting all around, men 
become mere machines. They get ab­ 
solutely dehumanized under continu­ 
ous fire. It is the only alternative to 
going mad! 
One has no conscious­ 
ness of danger, but obeys orders with­ 
out realizing what they mean. 
One 
forgets what death is. 


“When first I had to carry a dis­ 
patch under fire I used to dismount 
when I saw a shell burst on the road 
ahead and wait to see if more were 
coming. 
Now I don’t notice them. 
My comrade riding twenty yards be­ 
hind me was killed by a shell, but 
the incident had no effect on my mind. 
Wo are no better than brutes on the 
firing line."

During the months of February and 
March the oranges are cheapest and 


best. 
This, then, is the 
season for making the 
sirups and marmalades 
which 
we 
will 
enjoy 
through tho year. 


The 
English 
prefer 
their maraalade rather 
more bitter than we do. 


English Marmalade.— 
Out one dozen large fine 
i »ranges, 
well 
washed 
and wiped, Vito thin slices, to the 
core. 
Reject the seeds and core. To 
the sliced oranges add six quarts of 
water, cover <nd let stand over night. 
Next morning bring to the boiling 
point *nd slowly simmer for three 
hours. 
Add seven pounds of sugar 
and cook until clear and like jelly. 


South American Marmalade.— Take 
equal quantities of sour oranges and 
sugar. Grato or slice the yellow rind 
from one-fouith of the oranges, cut 
the fruit in halves and scoop out the 
pulp, rejecting the seeds. 
Drain off 
as much jui*e as possible, put it with 
the sugar in a saucepan and stir, 
cookin* 15 minutes, skim and add 
tho pulp and rind and boil for 20 
minutes or until the mixturé jellies. 


Amber Marmalade.—This is one of 
the cheapest and finest marmalades. 
Take one grapefruit, 
one 
orange, 
and one lemon, slice pulp, skin and all 
very fine, rejecting the seeds and the 
cores. 
Cover with five pints of wa­ 
ter and let stand over night. 
In the 
morning put on to cook until the pulp 
and skins are tender, then add five 
pints of sugar and cook until the mil- 
ture jellies. 
The flavor of this mar­ 
malade is very good and the last 
glass will be as delightful as the first. 


Grapefruit 
Marmalade*—Wash 
a 
dozen fine oranges and half a dozen 
grapefruit. 
Cut them in thin slices 
from the outside to the core, reject­ 
ing seeds and core, add 
lemons, 
sliced in the same way. 
Mix all to­ 
gether and add six quarts of cold 
water, let stand over night. 
Next 
day bring to the boiling point and 
cook for tw*o hours and a half, until 
the 
pulp 
is 
thick. 
Add 
seven 
pounds of sugar, and w’hen it is trans­ 
parent and jells, pour into glasses and 
cover as one does jelly.

EGG DISH ES. 


About this season of the year we De- 
Kin to look for eggless dishes of vari­ 
ous kinds and re­ 
mark 
upon 
the 
high price of eggs. 
If one would be a 
little 
forehanded 
and pack a few 
dozen when they 
are 20 cents a doz­ 
en there would be 
no wail ascending when eggs are 40 
or 50 cents. A few pounds of water 
glass will keep eggs perfectly and 
they are so like fresh eggs that they 
may be used in almost any way. 


The following dishes are for those 
thrifty housewives who have supplied 
themselves with plenty of eggs, or 
who have hens which lay at this 
season. 


Eggs and Onions in Cream Sauce.-^- 


Cook four small onions In boiling 
water until tender, adding salt when 
they are about half-cooked. Cook four 
eggs In boiling water, by covering 
them with the water and allow them 
to stand In a warm place tightly cov­ 
ered for a half hour. Turn cold water 
over them and remove the shells. 
Prepare a cupful of rich white sauce, 
using two tablespoonfuls each of flouf 
and butter and a cupful of rich milk. 
Season well with salt and paprika and 
put the sauce, eggs cut in quarters 
and the onions in layers, in a buttered 
baking dish. 
Let the contents thor­ 
oughly heat and serve hot, 
Just the 
last few minutes sprinkle with but­ 
tered crumbs and brown. 


Eggs Baked in Potato Nests.—For 
each nest pare medium-sized potatoes 
and cook until tender in boiling salted 
water. 
Mash and season with butter 
and a few tablespoonfuls of cream 
and whip until light and white. On a 
buttered baking sheet form small 
rounds of the mashed potato and leave 
a depression deep enough to hold an 
egg broken into them. 
Sprinkle the 
inside of the nests generously with 
chopped ham, then drop in the eggs. 
Brush the edges of potato with the 
beaten yolk of an egg and brown in 
the oven.

•'A blow which merely fractures the 


skull without .producing unconscious- 
ness, such as that from a sharp instru- 
ment," continued Doctor Murphy, "is 
not nearly so serious a condition, from 
the point of view of future possibili- 
ties, as that following the blow of a 
blunt instrument which renders the pa- 
tient unconscious.'' 


Doctor Murphy went on to cite sev- 


eral cases, one of a man who had been 
thrown from a sleigh against a tele- 
graph pole and remained unconscious 
for three weeks. He had no further 
symptoms for about three years, when 
he began having convulsions. Another 
was that of a young man who had 
fallen from a window to a stone pave- 
ment when a baby. His "fits" did not 
begin until twenty years later, and he 
had been a precocious boy at school 
and a successful business man. 


Doctor Murphy believes that such 


blows cause an injury to that coating 
of the brain which is called the dura. 
The brain itself is uninjured. Then 
something arises—worry or extra bard 
work or something of that sort— 
which brings on irritation where the 
dura was injured. The precise cause 
is uncertain. 


Some of these cases can be cured 


by an operation in which the skull is 
opened and the dura at the place of in- 
jury removed, but only about one case 
in twenty gets well and stays well. 
That is why Doctor Murphy would 
rather be killed outright than suffer 
such an injury. For the victim is al- 
most certainly destined to become an 
epileptic.

A letter, which is among the most 
moving documents written since the 
beginning of the war, has been ro- 
:cived by a young American woman in 
Paris. 
It was written by her fiance, 
& French cavalry officer, as he lay 
lying in Flanders, and with the letter 
she received the news of his death. 


After narrating how' he was wound­ 
ed in the chest during a cavalry 
charge and temporarily lost conscious­ 
ness, the writer goes on: 


"There are two other men lying 
near me and I do not think there is 
much hope for them, either. 
One is 
an officer of a Scottish regiment and 
the other a private in the uhlans. 


"They were struck down after me 
ind when I came to myself I found 
them bending over me, rendering first 
aid. The Britisher was pouring water 
down my throat from his fl«ask, while 
the 
German 
was 
endeavoring 
to 
stanch my wound with an antiseptic 
preparation served out by their med­ 
ical corps. 


"The Highlander had one of his legs 
shattered and the German had several 
pieces of shrapnel buried in his side, 
in spite of their own sufferings they 
were trying to help me, and when I 
was fully conscious again the German 
gave me a morphia injection and took 
one himself. 
His medical corps had 
also provided him with the injection 
and the needle, together with printed 
Instructions for its use. 


"After the injection, feeling wonder­ 
fully at ease, we spoke of the lives we 
had lived before the war. 
We all 
spoke English, and we talked of the 
women we had left at home. Both the 
German and the Britisher had only 
been married a year. 


"I wondered, and I suppose the oth­ 
ers did, ">hy we had fought each other 
at all. 
I looked at the Highlander, 
who was falling to sleep exhausted, 
and in spite of his drawn face and 
mud-stained uniform, he looked the 
embodiment 
of 
freedom. 
Then 
I 
thought of .the tricolor of France and 
all that France had done for liberty. 


"Then I watched the German, who 
had ceased to speak. He had taken a 
prayer book from his knapsack and 
was tryirg to read a service for sol­ 
diers wounded In battle.” 


The letter ends with a reference to 
the failing light and the roar of guns, 
it was found at the dead officer’s side 
by a Red Cross file and forwarded to 
his fiancee.

The German post office is to spare 
the feelings, so far as possible, of the 
families of soldiers who have fallen 
in battle, when mail matter, nondeliv* 
erable for that reason, is returned to 
the sender. 
Hitherto it was the cus­ 
tom to stamp on the letter or package 
merely the word “fallen,” or “dead,” 
and send it back home to shock the 
relatives with this harsh brevity. Now 
the military authorities have been di­ 
rected to use the words “fallen for the 
fatherland,” or “fallen on the field of 
koaor.”

In still another way the authorities 
are trying to soften the blow of death 
notices from the front. Hitherto this 
was attempted only in country dis­ 
tricts, where the returned mail of the 
fallen soldiers was handed over to the 
local authorities or the 
clergyman, 
who then undertook to break the fatal 
nows gently to the family. Something 
like this is now to be done also in the 
towns and cities. 
The local authori­ 
ties will now be asked to select some 
person suitable for bearing the me* 
sage of death.

Defined aa “Burglary." 


The supreme court of Washington 
in State vs. Corcoran holds that a 
clerk in a store who enters with a key 
furnished by his employer and take? 
away goods is guilty of burglary and 
larceny, since his act of ertering un­ 
der such circumstances constitutes a 
"breaking.” 
The court said: 


“If the appellant had the right to 
enter the store by the use of his key 
at auy time In »the day or night, that 
is, had an unrestricted and unlimited 
right of entrance, he could not be 
guilty of the crime of burglary, even 
though he carried away the goods 
from the store. 
In such event the 
crime would be larceny, and 
not 
burglary. But if his right to enter 
was limited to the usual hours of em­ 
ployment, and after hours of employ­ 
ment he used the key for the purpose 
of entering the store with intent un» 
lawfully to take articles therefrom, 
he wras clearly guilty of burglary.”

Villa gave as his reason for assum- 


ing the office that his forces had been 
separated'from the convention govern- 
ment headed by Roque Gonzales Gar- 
za, as provisional president, who left 
with the Zapata forces when they de- 
parted south from Mexico City at its 
occupation recently by Obregon's Car- 
ranza troops.

Mine Blow-Up Kills Twenty. 


Twenty miners were killed and 160 


escaped death in an explosion in the 
Carlisle mine of the New River Coal 
company at Fayetteville, W. Va. 


That so many men escaped aftel 


being entombed was due to the fact 
that the cage and shaft were not 
damaged. While many were brought 
Out by the cage, some managed to 
climb out through the air shafts, 


Four men were rescued by search- 


ing parties, who penetrated" the mine 
soon after the explosion, which is be- 
lieved to have been due to the ignition 
of a pocket of gas from a miner's 
lamp. One of the rescued men, suffer- 
ing from burns, was sent to a hos> 
pital. 


Six bodies, none of which has been 


identified, were found near where the 
explosion occurred, by the first res- 
cue party to descend. Later a more 
extended search of the mine, follow- 
in gthe clearing away of debris, led 
to the finding of fourteen more bodies. 
All had been killed by after damp 
while at work. 


State

inspectors, who toll 


carge of the mine, learned that 180 
men had gone into the workings. All 
the victims were of foreign birth ol 
negroes.

SLAYS WIFE AND ENDS OWN LIFE. 
"York, Feb~ 6.—George Miller a black- 
smith, aged 38, tonight laid in wait for 
his wife, Emma, ,vho kept house for her 
brother-in law, and when she came out 
of the house fired five shots int-i her 
stomach from a 32-calibre revolver, kill- 
ing her instantly. After terrorizing the 
surrounding neighborhood, he ran several 
block to a relative's house where he bat- 
tled with Patrolman Ziegler and fired 
point blank at him. The officer was sav- 
ed from death by the relative's wife, who 
caught hold of Miller's arm, causing the 
bullet to enter tbe ceiling.

Russian forces hioving again&t tlie 


East Prussian border have been met 
by a force of 160,000 Germans, who 
are holding a line TOO miles Long, near 
Mlawa, Poland. 
To the northward, 


Russian troops, engaged in a flanking 
movement, have reached 
Johannis- 


burg, East Prussia. Vienna says the 
Russians have been driven out of Bu- 
kowina. 


A heavy battle is said to have been 


besun in Flanders, near St. Omer, the 
result, apparently, of a n»w German 
effort to pierce the allies' line. 


The United States, while not mak- 


ing a formal protest against the use 
of the American flag by British mer- 
chantmen, will point out to Great Bri- 
tain the danger to neutral ships that 
may result from^such a practice. A 
:ull explanation is to be asked of the 
German declaration extending the war 
zone to British and French waters.

Find Violation of Fish Laws 


Commissioner N, R. Bull it, of the State 
Fish Department, has notified the Cone- 
wago Game and Fish Protectivo Associa­ 
tion that he has information to the effect 
that fishermen in the portion of Adams 
county along th&Conewago creek are ille­ 
gally using dip nets below the dams, 
which is a violation of the Uws of this 
Commonwealth* 
The law plainly pro 
vides that it shall be unlawful to fish in 
any manner, except by use ot rod, book 
and line, within 400 feet of the breast of 
any dam. 
The department is empower­ 
ed to change this distance, which, howev­ 
er, so fat as our dams are concerned, has 
not been done. 
The purpose of this law 
is to protect the dish in their annual mi­ 
gration to their spawning beds, it being 
not uncommon for from 50 to 10) fish to 
be taken in a few hours, while they are at 
least temporarily delayed iu such migra­ 
tion by the obstruction of such dams.

Unted States Warships in for 


Month of Hardest Kind 


of Drilling. 


COMMANDED 
BY 
FLETCHER 


Largest and Most Powerful Fleet Ever 


Assembled Under the Star* and 


Stripes—May Solve Efficiency 


of Our Navy. 


Washington.—The largest and most 


powerful fleet ever assembled under 
the Stars and Stripes is now gathered 
off Guantanamo. on the North coast of 
Cuba, for a month of the hardest kind 
of drilling. It will be a great spectacle 
for the few civilians who will see it, 
but for the more than one thousand 
officers and 25,000 enlisted men it 
means work, unceasing labor, to fit the 
American navy for battle. 
• Yet every Jack Tar, is glad he is 
there. Great fascination surrounds the 
maneuvers, the orderly marching and 
counter-marching over the 
parade 


ground of the ocean, dreadnaughts and 
cruisers taking the place of individual 
ffoldiers, but obeying the orders sent 
by wireless and wigwag just as im- 
plicitly and readily as a squadron of 
well-drilled cavalry. 


The firing of the great guns is fun 


for officer and man, tao. Target prac- 
tice is a great game. Every nerve is 
strained to make the enormous rifles 
«lo their best, and hot rivalry is exhib- 
ited by the gun crews. Business is 
pleasure when the heart is In it. 


The eyes of the whole United States 


p.re directed to Rear Admiral Prank 
Friday Fletcher and his ships today. 
A great wave of criticism has swept 
f'ver the country. The European war 
has created interest in the army and 
navy; and every patriot feels that if 
not the greatest we should have the 
Best navy in the .world. 


Is the navy up to scratch? 
This is the question the maneuvers 


may solve and at the same time do a 
great deal toward making it possible 
to answer in the affirmative. The navy 
needs maneuvers, just as au army 
needs drills. A fleet will be awkward 
Jin i forming in battle line in time of 
war if the superior officers have not 
performed all the evolutions often In 
time of peace. 


Much Practicing Necessary. 


Partly due to the use of the big 


chips off the coast • of Mexico, the 
maneuvers have been neglected. This 
is the first time in three years that the 
imtire fleet will be assembled for bat- 
lie practice. Three years means a 
long while when one considers how 
fast the art - of naval warfare is de- 
veloping. Just to mention one item: 
Naval guns of 14-inch caliber were car- 
ried on no ship in the world three 
years ago. Now the Texas and the. 
New York carry these 
mammoth 


rifles, and it is currently reported 
that Great Britain's new Queen Eliza- 
beth class, now building, will have 15- 
inch guns. 


When one considers that the fleets 


of Great Britain, Germany, France, 
Austria, Russia and Japan are now 
Engaged in actual war work every 
day in the year, it is easy to see that 
the United States must do a lot of 
practicing even to approximate the de- 
gree of efficiency to which the fighting 
navies of the world are arriving. 


The Guantanamo maneuvers will be 


the most extensive target and fleet 
practice the American navy has ever 
gone through.' They will last through 
the greater part of the month, and 
will be followed by the Panama canal 
opening exercises, which may involve 
some maneuvers of value, too. 


The armored fleet (the biggest 


ships) will be in four divisions of 21 
vessels. Ten will be of the so-called 
"dreadnaught" class and 11 of the pre- 
dreadnaught type. Besides these, two 
of the four armored cruisers of the 
fleet and all of the torpedo flotillas, 
except those in reserve, will be pres- 
ent. 


Never before did the fleet contain 


practically two complete divisions of 
the dreadnaught class. The first divi- 
sion consists of dreadnaughts of the 
most powerful type and thte second 
division is made up of these powerful 
vessels except one battleship. 


In addition to the battleships, five 


of the seven divisions of torpedo- 
boat destroyers will have a part in 
the exercises. 
This means 21 more 


craft. 
There will be ten auxiliaries 


and the scout cruiser Birmingham, 
which is the flagship of the torpedo 
flotilla. 


Directs 103 Vessels. 


This does not mean that all the 


vessels under Admiral Fletcher's com- 
mand will be at Guantanamo. There 
will be missing all the submarines, 
as well as all the smaller cruisers 
and gunboats and two divisions of the 
destroyer flotilla. Admiral Fletcher 
directs 103 vessels, of which 55 will 
be at Guantanamo. 


It was figured by a naval officer 


here that the 12-inat guns of the fleet 
can 'fire n broadside of 105,400 pounds 
and the 14-inch guns bring this up to 
133,400 pounds. 
There are 
124 12- i 


inch guns in the reorganized fleet, ' 
all ot' which are placed so that they 
fin be fired in a single broadside.

Paris.—A motorcyclist who has 


been in front of the army and continu- 
ally under fire writes as follows: 


"When they are in the trenches 


with shells bursting all around, men 
become mere machines. They get ab- 
solutely dehumanized under continu- 
ous fire. It is the only alternative to 
going mad! 
One has no conscious- 


ness of danger, but obeys orders with- 
out realizing what they mean. One 
forgets what death is. 


"When first I had to carry a dis- 


patch under fire I used to dismount 
when I saw a shell burst on the road 
ahead and wait to see if more were 
coming.

English Marmalade.— 


•:ut one dozeii large fine 
oranges, well 
washed 


and wiped, Into thin slices, to the 
core.- Reject the seeds and core. To 
the sliced oranges add six quarts of 
water, cover »nd let stand aver night 
Next morning bring to the boiling 
point *nd slowly • simmer for three 
hours. 
Add seven pounds of sugar 


and cook until clear and like jelly. 


South Ame-iean Marmalade.—Take 


equal quantities of sour oranges and 
sugar. Grata or slice the yellow rind 
from one-fou2th of the oranges,- cut 
the fruit in halves and scoop out the 
pulp, rejecting the seeds. Drain off 
as much jui»e as possible, put it with 
the sugar in a saucepan .and stir, 
cookin* 15 minutes, skim and add 
the pulp and rind and boil for 20 
minutes or until the mixture jellies. 


Amber Marmalade.—This is one of 


the cheapest and finest marmalades. 
Take one grapefruit, one orange, 
and one lemon, slice pulp, skin and all 
very fine, rejecting the seeds and the 
cores. Cover with five pints of wa- 
ter aad let stand over night In the 
morning put on to cook until the pulp, 
and skins are tender, then add five 
pints of sugar and cook until the mix- 
ture jellies. The flavor of this mar- 
malade is very good and the- last 
glass will be as delightful as the first. 


Grapefruit 
Marmalade.—Wash 
a 


dozen fine oranges and half a dozen 
grapefruit. 
Cut them in thin slices 


from the outside to the core, reject- 
ing .seeds .and core, add lemons, 
sliced 'in the same way. 'Mix all to- 
gether and add six quarts of cold 
water, let stand over night. 
Next 


day bring to the boiling point and 
cook for two hours and a half, until 
the 
pulp is thick. 
Add seven 


pounds of sugar, and when it is trans- 
parent and jells, pour into glasses and 
cover as one does jelly..

to look for eggless dishes of vari- 


ous kinds and re-

are 20 cents a doz- 
en there would be 


no wail ascending when eggs are 40 
or 50 cents. A few pounds, of water 
glass will keep eggs perfectly and 
they are so like fresh eggs that they 
may be used in almost any way. 


The following dishes are for those 


thrifty housewives who have supplied 
themselves with plenty of eggs, or 
who have hens which lay at this 
season.. 


Eggs and Onions in Cream Sauce.— 


Cook four small onions in boiling 
water until tender, adding salt when 
they are about half-cooked. Cook four 
eggs in boiling water, by covering 
them with the water and allow them 
to stand in -a warm place tightly cpv< 
ered for a half hour. . Turn cold water 
over them and remove the fjiells. 
Prepare a .cupful of rich white sauce. 
using two tablespoonfuls each of flour 
and butter and a cupful of rich milk. 
Season well with- salt and paprika and 
put the sauce, eggs cut :n quarters 
and the oriions in layers, in a buttered 
baking dish. Let the contents thor- 
oughly heat and serve hot. Just the 
last few minutes sprinkle' with but- 
tered crumbs and brown. 


Eggs Baked in Potato Nests. — Foi 


each nest pare medium-sized potatoes 
and cook until tender in boiling salted 
water. Mash and season with butter 
and a few tablespoonfuls -of cream 
and whip until light and white. On a 
buttered baking sheet form small 
rounds of the mashed potato and leave 
a depression deep enough to hold an 
egg broken into them. Sprinkle the 
inside of the nests generously with 
chopped ham, then drop in the eggs. 
Brush the edges of potato with the 
beaten yolk of an egg and brown In 
the oven.

Two Authenticated Pistols and a Med­ 
icine Chest of His Auctioned 
In New York. 


Two pistols which George Washing­ 
ton carried through the Revolution, a 
medicine chest which belonged to him 
and “Light Horse Harry” Lee’s flag 
were sold at auction at New York dur­ 
ing the past year. 
There are no 
Washington pistols in Mount Vernon 
or in the National museum at Wash­ 
ington. 


The genuineness oi th e . offerings 
was attested by a documentary rec­ 
ord of their sale in 1804, in Alexandria, 
Va., at the disposal of the effects of 
Washington’s secretary, Bartholomew 
Dandridge, to whom the general pre­ 
sented the w’eapons. 
Their presence 
in 1893 at the partition of tlje Marstel- 
ler estate is attested. 
Col. Philip G. 
Marsteller, one of Washington’s pall­ 
bearers, bought them at the Dandndgo 
aale for £G:3s, 


The pistols are of the flintlock type, 
They were made by Hawkins of Lon­ 
don and bear the gunmaker’s guild 
proof mark “G. P.” Silver hands across 
the 
butts 
are 
engraved 
"General 
George Washington/' 


The medicine chest is of mahogany 
and walnut, about one foot square, 
with brass handles. Lee’s flag is about 
tw’o feet square. 
It had fallen apart 
from age, but the pieces were saved 
and are held in place by thin netting

Destruction of Falls House, of 
Revolutionary Fame, Some­ 
thing to Be Deplored 
by Patriots. 


F THE British spy Taylor had not 
been captured in the Falls house 
.he United States of America in all 
probability would never have existed 
is such. For it was' in this house, on 
Dctober 10, 1777, that the emissary 
jent by General Clinton carrying dis­ 
patches to General Burgoyne was 
trapped and searched. 


It was in the Falls house, in those 
lays known as Woods’ tavern, that 
nany famous letters were written by 
Major Armstrong, one of which is a 
eivid portrayal of the condition of the 
continental army, then in sore straits, 
't also was the headquarters of New 
fork’s first governor, Clinton. 


Historical societies of Newburg and 
surrounding towns agitated for the 
^reservation of the Falls house. But, 
cvith no available site on which to re- 
srect it and small funds with which to 
put through such a project, it had to 
oe abandoned. 


Something of the history associated 
with this typical tavern of revolution- 
iry days is related by William J. Roe 
)f Newburg as follows: 


"The autumn of 1777 saw the plight 
if America’s arms, endeavoring to as- 
jert the right of self-government, at 
heir lowest ebb. From the north Bur- 
?oyne was advancing, while from New 
fork Sir Henry Clinton, urged by the 
lecessity of affecting a junction with 
Burgoyne, had already captured Forts 
Clinton and Montgomery, dispersing,

in fact almost annihilating, the militia 
under the brothers James and George 
Clinton. 


‘‘George Clinton, gathering the rem­ 
nant of his defeated troops, estab­ 
lished his quarters at this old Falls 
house. To this house, on October 10, 
was brought a British prisoner upon

“But happily it was then too late; 
Burgoyne was compelled to surrender; 
Saratoga saw the high tide of British 
dominion. 


"The suffering of the troops that 
winter was most deplorable. It prob­ 
ably was somewhat worse at Valley 
Forge (for those very words have be­ 
come 
synonymous 
with 
patriotic 
wretchedness), but then the army, 
elated by the victory of Saratoga, 
was buoyed up by hope of action. 


“Of the mutinous spirit there Maj. 
John Armstrong, aide-de-camp on the 
staff of General Gates, was the mouth­ 
piece. In a letter—calmly considered 
now, after the lapse of more than a 
century, not unworthy of the occasion 
and a very masterpiece of influencing 
literature—he portrays the condition 
of the army, their hopelessness and 
the supineness of the continental con­ 
gress. 
His stirring words must, I 
think, be recalled by many. 


’‘You remember (having reviewed 
the wrongs and the just complaints of 
the army) with what a burst of right­ 
eous indignation Armstrong ends his 
forceful address: 


44 'Can you consent to wade through 
the vile mire of dependency and owe 
the miserable remnant of that life to 
charity, which has hitherto been spent 
in honor? 
If you can, go and carry 
with you the jest of Tories and the 
scorn of Whigs; the ridicule and, wliat 
is worse, the pity of the world! 
Go 
starve and be forgotten i* 


“The mutiny was quelled, harmony 
restored, equity established in the tem­ 
ple; 
the letter of Armstrong was 
penned at the Falls house, razed to 
make way for the xuarch of progress/'

Here Washington held an im­ 
portant council of wrar, at which for , 
the first time the young Marquis de j 
Lafayette took his place as one of 
Washington’s advisers. 


The Valley Forge headquarters of 
Washington is justly famed as one of 
the holiest shrines of American free­ 
dom.

COMRADESHIP OF WOUNDED ON 


THE BATTLEFIELD. 


.Letter Written to His Fiancee by 


Dying French Officer Reveal* 


Triumph of the Finer Feel- 


ing* of Humanity. 


A letter, which is among thi> inoet 


moving documents, written ein?e the 
beginning of the war, has bee£ re- 
ceived by ft young American woman in 
Paris. It was written by her fiance, 
a French cavalry officer, as he lay 
lying in Flanders, and with the letter 
she received the news of his death. 


After narrating how he was wound- 


ed in the chest during a cavalry 
charge and temporarily lost conscious- 
Decs, the writer goes on: 


"There are two other men lying 


near me and I do not think there is 
much hope for them, either. One is 
an officer of a Scottish regiment and 
the other a private in the uhlans. 


"They were struck down after me 


ind when I came to myself I found 
them bending over me, rendering first 
aid. The Britisher was pouring water 
down my throat from his flask, while 
the German 
was endeavoring to 


stanch my wound with an antiseptic 
preparation served out by their med- 
ical corps. 


"The Highlander had one of his legs 


shattered and the German had several 
pieces of shrapnel buried in his side, 
to spite, of their own sufferings they 
were trying to help me, and -when I 
was fully conscious again the German 
gave me a morphia injection and took 
Dne himself. His medical corps had 
also provided him with the injection 
and the needle, together with printed 
Instructions for its use. 


"After the injection, feeling wonder- 


fully at ease, we spoke of the lives we 
had lived before the war. We all 
spoke English, and we talked of the 
women we had left at home. Both the 
German and the Britisher had only 
been married a year. 


"I wondered, and I suppose the oth- 


ers did, "fby we had fought each other 
at all. I looked at the Highlander, 
who was falling to sleep exhausted, 
and in spite of his drawn face and 
mud-stained uniform, he looked the 
embodiment of freedom. 
Then I 


thought of the tricolor of France and 
all that France had done for liberty. 


"Then I watched the German, who 


had ceased to speak. He had taken a 
prayer book from his knapsack and 
was tryirg to read a service for sol- 
diers wounded in battle." 


The letter ends with a reference to 


the failing light and the roar of guns. 
It was found at the dead officer's side 
by a Red Cross file and forwarded to 
his fiancee. 


Germany's Dead Letter Mail. 


The German post office is to spare 


Che feelings, so far as possible, of the 
families of soldiers who have fallen 
in battle, when mail matter, nondeliv- 
erable for that reason, is returned to 
the sender. Hitherto It was the cus- 
tom to stamp on the letter or package 
merely the word "fallen," or "dead," 
and send it back home to shock the 
relatives with this harsh brevity. Now 
the military authorities have been di- 
'rected to use the words "fallen for the 
fatherland," or "fallen on the field of 
honor." 


In still another way the authorities 


are trying to soften the blow of death 
notices from the front. Hitherto this 
was attempted only in country dis- 
tricts, where the returned mail of the 
fallen soldiers was handed over to the 
local authorities or the 
clergyman, 


who then undertook to break the fatal 
news gently to the family. Something 
like this is now to be done also in the 
towns and cities. The local authori- 
ties will now be asked to select some 
person suitable for bearing the mes- 
sage of death.

Defined as "Burglary." 


The supreme court of Washington 


in State vs. Corcoran holds that a 
clerk In a store who enters with a key 
furnished by his employer and takeff 
away goods is guilty of burglary and 
larceny, since his act of ertering un- 
der such circumstances constitutes a 
"breaking." The court said: 


"If the appellant had the right to 


enter the store by the use of his key 
at auy time in -the day or night, that 
is, had an unrestricted and unlimited 
right of entrance, he could not be 
guilty of the crime of burglary, even 
though he carried away the goods 
from the store. In such event the 
crime would be larceny, and not 
burglary. But if his right to enter 
was limited to the usual hours of em- 
ployment, and after hours of employ- 
ment he used the key for the purpose 
of entering the store with intent un« 
lawfully to take articles therefrom, 
he was clearly guilty of burglary."

Millions of apple trees have been planted 
north, south, east and west. Careful es- 
timates show that not half the trees p'ant- 
ed in commercial orchards in the past ten 
years are yet in bearing. The year 1914 
produced a crop that has been mighty 
hard to market on a profitable basis; 1912 
crop was verging on tbe same condition. 
Unless apple consumption can be tre 
mendonsly increased and the cost of dis- 
tribution greatly decreased, there are 
bound to be some mighty tough years 
ahead of us. If you have not planted, I 
say, go slow, consider well. If you own 
the land, it is entirely possible thai corn 
and grass and livestock may pay better 
in the years to come than orchards, with 
much less investment in your plart

Find Violation of Fish Laws 


Commissioner N. R. Bnllir. of the State 


Fish Department, has notified the Cone- 
wago Game and Fish Protective Associa- 
tion that he has information to the effect 
that fishermen in the portion of Adams 
county along th^Conewago creek are ille- 
gally using dip nets below the dams, 
which is a violation of the laws of this 
Commonwealth. The law plainly pro 
vides that it shall be unlawful to fish in 
any manner, except by use of rod, hook 
and line, w'ithin 400 feet of the breast of 
any dam. The department is empower- 
ed to change this distance, which, howev- 
er, so fa» as our dams are concerned, has 
not been done. The purpose of this law 
is to protect the Irish in their annual mi- 
gration to their spawning beds, it being 
not uncommon for from 50 to 100 fish to 
be taken in a few hours, whila they are at 
least temporarily delayed iu such migra- 
tion bv the obstruction of such dams.

We have, 
therefore, to resolve to conquer or to 
die. 


Our own, our country's honor, calls 


upon us for a vigorous and manly ex- 
ertion; and ii we now shamefully fail, 
we shall become infamous to the 
whole world.

Dandridge, to whom the general pre- 
sented the weapons. Their presence 
in 1893 at the partition of the Marstel- 
ler estate is attested. Col. Philip G. 
Marsteller, one of Washington's pall- 
bearers, bought them at the Dandridge 
sale for £6:3s. 


The pistols are of the flintlock type. 


They were made by Hawkins of Lon- 
don and bear the gunnmker's guild 
proof mark "G. P." Silver hands across 
the butts are engraved "General 
George Washington." 


The medicine chest is of mahogany 


and walnut, about one foot square, 
with brass handles. Lee's flag is about 
two feet square. It had fallen apart 
from age, but the pieces were saved 
and are held in place 07 thin netting.

Destruction of Falls House, of 


Revolutionary Fame, Some- 


thing to Be Deplored 


by Patriots. 


I 


F THE British spy Taylor bad not 
been captured in the Falls house 


fte United States of America in all 
probability would never have existed 
is such. For it was2 in this house, on 
Dctober 10, 1777, that the emissary 
sent by General Clinton carrying dis- 
patches to General Burgoyne was 
trapped and searched. 


It was in the Falls house, in those 


lays known as Woods' tavern, that 
•nan* famous letters were written by 
Major Armstrong, one of which is a 
rivid portrayal of the condition of the 
continental army, then in sore straits. 
:t also was the headquarters of New 
fork's first governor, Clinton. 


Historical societies of Newburg and 


surrounding towns agitated for the 
preservation ot the Falls house. But, 
<vith no available site on which to re- 
srect it and small funds with which to 
put through such a project, it had to 
:>e abandoned. 


Something of the history associated 


with this typical tavern of revolution- 
iry days is related by William J. Roe 
jf Newburg as fellows:( 
"The autumn of 1777 saw the plight 


>f America's arms, endeavoring to as- 
sert the right of self-government, at 
:heir lowest ebb. From the north Bur- 
goyne was advancing, while from New 
fork Sir Henry Clinton, urged by the 
iecessity~ of effecting a junction with 
3urgoyne, had already captured Forts 
Clinton and Montgomery, dispersing,

in fact almost annihilating, the militia 
under the brothers James and George 
Clinton. 


"George Clinton, gathering the rem- 


nant of his defeated troops, estab- 
lished his quarters at this old Falls 
house. To this house, on October 10, 
was brought a British prisoner upon 
whose person was found a message 
from the British Clinton to Burgoyne 
which, if it had been safely delivered, 
might and doubtless would have had 
the effect to have delayed Burgoyne's 
surrender at Saratoga, giving time for 
a conjunction of the two British 
armies. In fact, a similar message was 
delivered about a week later. Bur- 
goyne, with suddenly revived hope, 
hesitated, delayed, endeavored to pro- 
crastinate negotiations. 


"But happily it was then too late; 


Burgoyne was compelled to surrender; 
Saratoga saw the high tide of British 
dominion. 


"The suffering of the troops that 


winter was most deplorable. It prob- 
ably was somewhat worse at Valley 
Forge (for those very words have be- 
come 
synonymous with 
patriotic 


wretchedness), but then the army, 
elated by the victory of Saratoga, 
was buoyed up by hope of action. 


"Of the mutinous spirit there Maj 


John Armstrong, aide-de-camp on the 
staff of General Gates, was the mouth- 
piece. In a letter—calmly considered 
now, after the lapse of more than a 
century, not unworthy of the occasion 
and a very masterpiece of influencing 
literature—he portrays the condition 
of the army, their hopelessness and 
the supineness of the continental con- 
gress. His stirring words mast, I 
think, be recalled by- many. 


"You 
remember (having reviewed 


the wrongs and the just complaints of 
the army) with what a burst of right- 
eous indignation Armstrong ends his 
forceful address: 
" 'Can you consent to wade through 


the vile mire of dependency and owe 
the miserable remnant of that life to 
charity, which has hitherto been spent 
in honor? If you can, go and carry 
with you the jest of Tories * and the 
scorn of Whigs; the ridicule and, what 
is worse, the pity of the world! Go 
starve and be forgotten!" 


"The mutiny was quelled, harmony 


restored, equity established in the tem- 
ple; the letter of Armstrong was 
penned at the Falls house, razed to 
make way for the march of progress."

HROUGH the efforts of the various 
patriotic societies many of the old 


houses made- famous by Washington 
as his headquarters during the war 
of Independence, have been preserved 
and are now suitably marked for the 
information of posterity. During that 
long struggle for freedom Washington 
used perhaps a hundred or more 
houses for this purpose in various 
parts of the country. Many have die- > 
appeared under the ravages of time.} 
but about two score of them have i 
been savedr It was in these houses J 
that (he planned his battles and 
strategy; it was in them that indepen- 
dence was achieved.

Unusually heavy artillery duels, ac 
cording to the

given

from both sides, are proceeding in 
Belgium, and the official statements 
from Paris and Berlin each claims 
victory in that region and in the fight 
ing below the Belgian line in France 
Among the sand dunes French can 
non is now pitted against the German 
mortars. 


In Lorraine the French have sue 
ceeded in driving back the Germans 
who captured 
Norroy, near Pont-a 
Mousson, in the Woevre region, and 
the conflict continues there. Artillery 
duels of more or less severity are re* 
ported all along the extended battle 
line in France. 


The village of Norroy was taken by 
the Germans in a surprise attack at 
night. 
It was the scene of a terrible 
encounter in the 
darkness, 
during 
which it was set 011 ijre in severa1 
places. The weather was cold and the 
ground was covered with snow. 


Norroy is upon high ground domi 
gating a considerable amount of ter 
Kitory around it. The strength of the 
'German forces in the region north oi 
Pont-a-Mousson threatens the position 
of the French forces 
southwest oi 
Metz. 


It is reported that the 
Germans 
have burned a number of villages in 
the French lines by dropping bomby 
upon them. This destruction was evi 
dently intended to wipe out buildings 
•which otherwise would have afforded 
succor to the French troops and facil 
itate the German artillery lire. 


Following an outpost clash, a vig 
orous engagement has developed be 
tween French and German forces in 
the valley of the Launch river. 


In upper Alsace, says a Geneva dis 
patch, the French have been able tc 
mass a heavy force of men in that re­ 
gion, owing to their victories at Thanu 
and Cernay, and they have been ex 
erting 
severe 
pressure against the 
German works west of Colmar. 


The following official communique 
■was issued by the French war office:

The war office in Berlin issued tlu 
following statement: 


"South of Ypres, near St. Eloy, the 
'Germans took about 9U0 meters o! 
the enemy’s positions. 
Counter at 
tacks were without success. 


"Equally unsuccessful was the en 
emy’s attack in the district soutlnvesi 
of La Bassee. Several dozens of pris 
oners were taken by the Germans. 


"An advanced trench which the Ger 
mans lost on Feb. 2 near Sudelkopi 
was taken back. 


"The Germans drove the enemy oul 
of Senzern, in the Launch valley (A1 
sace). 
Rempaeh was evacuated b> 
the enemy."

An Open, Square, Aboveboard, Direct 
Appeal to the Intelligence and 
# 
Judgment of the People 


The railroads of Pennsylvania and New Jersey believe that the public 


should he fully advised concerning the Full Crew laws in these states. Costly 
experience has demonstrated that these laws have worked to thfe detriment of 
public interest and that their repeal would redound greatly to the advantage 
of the people. 


Not a Fight On Trainmen 


The railroad companies making this announcement wish the public to 
clearly understand that this appeal is in no way to be construed as being aimed 
at the trainmen in their employ, nor is it an effort to curtail operating ex­ 
penses at the cost of public safety or service. 
* 


The companies point to the fact, with justifiable pride, that whenever 
public safety and convenience demanded an increased number of employes 
the necessary men were put on trains. Behind this statement is a record of 
advancements and improvement achievements which is a most vital factor of 
calm and dispassionate consideration of the laws in question. 


But when arbitrary laws are passed which compel these railroad companies to burden 


their payrolls with some $2,000,000 annually for wasted, unwarranted extra labor, and which 
actually means a decrease, rather than an increase, in operating efficiency, together with 
heavier casualty list3, it is undeniable that the public should be put in full touch with exist* 
ing conditions that the people may judge wisely for themselves should an eifort be made to 
impugn the sincere motives which prompt this educational campaign. 


How Full Crew Law Works 


A twenty-nine-car freight train can be operated with five men. 
Add a car and an 


extra man must go on. 
The law requires no larger crew on a hundred-car train. 


A four-car passenger train can run with five men. 
On a five-car or longer train 


there must be an extra man. 
Even if all the cars are Pullmans, with porters and a Pullman 


conductor, a six-man railroad crew is required. 


A milk or express train of twenty or more c'ars, running through, sealed,1 and virtually 


without stops, must carry a crew of six. The only place four of them would ride would be 
in the end car. 


When the Full Crew law became effective in Pennsylvania, the Pennsylvania Railroad 


Lines East of Pittsburgh and Erie were operating in Pennsylvania 2,971 weekday trains. 
O f 


these, 1,198 passenger and 1,061 freight trains were manned up to or beyond the law's 
requirements. 


The 1,198 passenger trains which were provided with crews equal to or in excess of 


the law’s requirements consisted principally of local or semi-local trains, making frequent 
stops and handling a large number of passengers. The second brakeman was employed to 
expedite the departure of trains from stations and to »ss'st conductors in collecting tickets. 


The 1,061 freight trains on which the law required no additional men consisted of 


local freight trains carrying package freight, on which brakemen were required to load and 
unload cars; road shifters, doing a large amount of work, necessitating the throwing of 
switches and much hand braking on cars; mine trains, placing empty cars and picking up 
loaded cars, and through slow freight trains of heavy tonnage on the Philadelphia and Middle 
Divisions on which the brakemen riding on the front part of the trains were required to assist 
the firemen. 


Official Casualty Statistics 


The effect of the Full Crew laws in forcing extra men into already adequate .train 


crews, thus dividing responsibility, has been to increase the hazard of operation. 
This fact 


is conclusively proved by the official figures of the Interstate Commerce Commission. The 
great number of persons killed who were neither employes nor passengers have not been 
included, for it is obvious that extra men on trains are powerless to prevent such casualties. 


The Pennsylvania Full Crew law took effect on July 19, 1911. The Commission’s 


figures show that for the three-year period preceding thrs date 10,186 employes and pas­ 
sengers were killed. Since the law became operative, the total number killed shows an 
increase, or 10,372 persons. 


The casualty list of the Pennsylvania Railroad for the six months preceding the 


enactment and the first six months of 1914, when the law wa3 in full force and effect, dis­ 
closes the following startling comparison:

Rejected by Other States 


A Full Crew law was enacted in Missouri and signed by the Governor in April] 


1913. 
In November, 1914, it was submitted to a referendum vote. The people repudiated 


the law by a vote of 324,085 against 159,593. 


A proposed Full Crew law for Texas failed to pass owing to the popular protest against 


it, led by the farmers. 


In 1907, Governor Charles E. Hughes, of New York, vetoed an attempt to enact a 


Full Crew law in that state. 


In 1912, Governor John A. Dix, of New York, also vetoed a Full Crew measure. 
Governor Foss, of Massachusetts, vetoed a Full Crew bill passed by the legislature. 
In 1913 the State Assembly wisely referred a Full Crew lav/ to the Railroad 


Commission of Connecticut, who promptly condemned it. 


Governor Cruce,' of Oklahoma, vetoed a Full Crew bill in 1913. 
Attempts to enact Full Crew laws in Colorado, Delaware, Virginia, and Ohio were 


defeated. 


In Pennsylvania, New Jersey, New York, and Maryland such laws are in force. 
In 


the interest of the public, the railroads, and the great body of railroad employes, these 
burdensome laws should be repealed. 
In Pennsylvania, approximately 65,000 men are 


employed in train service. 
Only 2,500 of these are extra brakemen. 
v 


Will Wage a Just Fight 


Railroads operating in Pennsylvania and New Jersey are determined to place their 


case squarely and fairly before the people of those states. 
They are firmly convinced that 


the people— all of whom, without exception, are affected more*or less directly by the imposi­ 
tion of this annual $2,000,000 burden, and thousands of whom arc direct sufferers— will, 
knowing what a continuation of these harmful laws means to them, voice their wishes in no 
uncertain way to their elected representatives at Harrisburg and Trenton. 


This campaign of public enlightenment will be waged by the railroads in a manner 


that cannot possibly be legitimately assailed. 
There w ill be no lobbying, no star chamber 


conferences, or private deals to influence public opinion or legislative action. The campaign 
w ill be fought in the open, purely on its merits. 


Railroad Pledge to Trainmen and Public 


Definitely and finally to give public notice that the railroads ask only a square deal 


all around in this matter, the presidents of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, Philadelphia 
& Reading Railway Company and Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company, in announcing on 
February 9 that the railroads intended to work for repeal of the Full Crew laws, pledged 
themselves as follows: 


“ Let us add that if there shall be evidence that without such laws the railroads 


would underman trains, to the hardship of employes or the detriment of or danger to the 
public, that, assuming the present Public Service acts do not give to the commissions ample; 
powers to determine what crews are necessary on different trains and to compel the rail­ 
roads to man trains as ordered, we w ill openly support such amendments to the present acts 
as may be necessary to give such assurance.** 


The railroads now appeal directly to the people, who demand the greatest safety 


at all times and who realize that a policy of wise economy^ and not one of wasted revenue, 
w ill enable the railroads to adequately fulfill their obligations and meet those demands as 
th/y should be met.

FIGHT INJELGIUM 


Ailies and Germans Both Claim 


Victories in Flanders. 


CANNONADE ALONG THE LINE 


The French Check Foe In Lorraine, 


But Are Driven From Trenches Near 
Ypres. 


Unusually heavy artillery duels, ac- 


cording to the 
reports 
given 
out 


from both sides, are proceeding ir 
Belgium, and the official statement 
from Paris and Berlin each claims 
victory in that region and in the fight 
iug below the Belgian line in France 


Among the sand dunes French can 


noa is now pitted against the German 
mortars. 


In Lorraine the French have sue 


ceeded in driving back the Germans 
who captured Norroy, near Pont-a 
Mousson, in the Woevre region, and 
the conflict continues there. Artillery 
duels of more or less severity are re 
ported all along the extended battle 
line in France. 


The village of Norroy was taken by 


the Germans in a surprise attack at 
night. It was the scene of a terrible 
encounter in the 
darkness, 
during 


which it was set on f^re in severa1 
places. The weather was cold and th« 
ground was covered with snow.

Judgment of the People 


The railroads of Pennsylvania and New Jersey believe that the public 


should he fully advised concerning the Full Crew laws in these states. Costly 
experience has demonstrated that these laws have worked to the detriment of 
public interest and that their repeal would redound greatly to the advantage 
of the people. 


Not a Fight On Trainmen 


The railroad companies making this announcement wish the public to 


clearly understand that this appeal is in no way to be construed as being aimed 
at the trainmen in their employ, nor is it an effort to curtail operating ex- 
penses at the cost of public safety or service. 
> 


The companies point to the fact, with justifiable pride, that whenever 


public safety and convenience demanded an increased number of employes 
the necessary men were put on trains. Behind this statement is a record of 
advancements and improvement achievements which is a most vital factor of 
calm and dispassionate consideration of the laws in question. 


But when arbitrary laws are passed which compel these railroad companies to burden 


their payrolls with some $2,000,000 annually for wasted, unwarranted extra labor, and which 
actually means a decrease, rather than an increase, in operating efficiency, together with 
heavier casualty lists, it is undeniable that the public should be put in full touch with exist- 
ing conditions that the people may judge wisely for themselves should an effort be made to 
impugn the sincere motives which prompt this educational campaign. 


How Full Crew Law Works 


A twenty-nine-car freight train can be operated with five men. Add a car and an 


extra man must go on. 
The law requires no larger crew on a hundred-car train. 


A four-car passenger train can run with five men. 
On a five-car or longer train 


there must be an extra man. Even if all the cars are Pullmans, with porters and a Pullman / 
conductor, a six-man railroad crew is required. 


A milk or express train of twenty or more cars, running through, sealed,1 and virtually 


without stops, must carry a crew of six. The only place four of them would ride would be 
in the end car. 


When the Full Crew law became effective in Pennsylvania, the Pennsylvania Railroad 


Lines East of Pittsburgh and Erie were operating in Pennsylvania 2,971 weekday trains. 
Of 


these, 1,198 passenger and 1,061 freight trains were manned up to or beyond the law's 
requirements. 


The 1,198 passenger trains which were provided with crews equal to orjn excess of 


the law's requirements consisted principally of local or semi-local trains, making frequent 
stops and handling a large number of passengers. The second brakeman was employed to 
expedite the departure of trains from stations and to assist conductors in collecting tickets.- 


The 1,061 freight trains on which the law required no additional men consisted of 


local freight trains carrying package freight, on which brakemen were required to load and 
unload cars; road shifters, doing a large amount of work, necessitating the throwing of 
switches and much hand braking on cars; mine trains, placing empty cars and picking up 
loaded cars, and through slow freight trains of heavy tonnage on the Philadelphia and Middle 
Divisions on which the brakemen riding on the front part of the trains were required to assist 
the firemen. 


Official Casualty Statistics 


The effect of the Full Crew laws in forcing extra men into already adequate .tram 


crews, thus dividing responsibility, has been to increase the hazard of operation. ^ This fact 
is conclusively proved by the official figures of the Interstate Commerce Commission. The 
great number of persons killed who were neither employes nor passengers have not been 
included, for it is obvious that extra men on trains are powerless to prevent such casualties. 


The Pennsylvania Full Crew law took effect on July 19, 1911. The Commission's 


figures show that for the three-year period preceding this date 10,186vemployes and pas- 
sengers were killed. Since the law became operative, the total number killed shows an 
increase, or 10,372 persons.

Rejected by Other States 


A Full Crew law was enacted hi Missouri and signed by the Governor hi Aprilj 


1913. 
In November, 1914, it was submitted to a referendum vote. The people repudiated 


the law by a vote of 324,085 against 159,593. 


A proposed Full Crew law for Texas failed to pass owing to the popular protest against 


it, led by the farmers. 


In 1S07, Governor Charles E. Hughes, of New York, vetoed an attempt to enact a 


Full Crew law m that state. 


In 1912, Governor John A. Dix, of New York, also vetoed a Full Crew measure. 
Governor Foss, of Massachusetts, vetoed a Full Crew bill passed by the legislature. 
In 1913 the State Assembly wisely referred a Full Crew law to the Railroad 


Commission of Connecticut, who promptly condemned it. 


Governor Cruce,' of Oklahoma, vetoed a Full Crew bill 'm 1913. 
Attempts to enact Full Crew laws in Colorado, Delaware, Virginia, and Ohio were 


defeated. 


In Pennsylvania, New Jersey, New York, and Maryland such^ laws are hi force. 
In 


the interest of the public, the railroads, and the great body of railroad .employes, these 
burdensome laws should be repealed. In Pennsylvania, approximately 65,000 men are 
employed in train service. 
Only 2,500 of these are extra brakemen. 
^ 


Will Wage^a Just Fight 


Railroads operating in Pennsylvania and New Jersey are determined to place their 


case squarely and fairly before the people of those states. They are firmly convinced that 
the people^—all of whom, without exception, are affected more'or less directly by the imposi- 
tion of this annual $2,000,000 burden, and thousands of whom are direct sufferers—-will, 
knowing what a continuation of these harmful laws means to them, voice then- wishes in no 
uncertain way to their elected representatives at Harrisburg and Trenton. 


This campaign of public enlightenment will be waged by the railroads in a manner 


that cannot possibly be legitimately assailed. There will be no lobbying, no star chamber 
conferences, or private deals to influence public opinion or legislative action. The campaign 
will be fought in the open, purely on its merits. 


Railroad Pledge to Trainmen and Public 


Definitely and finally to give public notice that the railroads ask only a square deal 


all around in this matter, the presidents of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, Philadelphia 
& Reading Railway Company and Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company, in announcing on 
February 9 that the railroads intended to work for repeal of the .Full Crew law*, pledged 
themselves as follows: 
"Let us add that if there shall be evidence that without such laws the railroads 


would underroan trains, to the hardship of employes or the detriment of or danger to the 
public, that, assuming the present Public Service acts do not give to the commissions ampk 
powers to determine what crews are necessary on different trains and to compel the rail- 
roads to man trains as ordered, we will openly support such'amendments to the present acts 
as may be necessary to give such assurance."
